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1. RHODESIAN INCURSION INTO MOZAMBIQUE- 

JUNE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT BARTON (CANADA) 

INFORMED WESTERN FIVE THAT SYG WALDHEIM DOES NOT INTEND 
TO INITIATE SC CONSIDERATION OF RHODESIAN INCURSION INTO 
MOZAMBIQUE. ASSUMING CONFIRMATION OF REPORTED WITHDRAWAL 
OF RHODESIAN TROOPS FROM MOZAMBIQUE, WESTERN FIVE AGREED 
NO COUNCIL ACTION LIKELY ON THIS ISSUE. (CONFIDENTIAL- 
USUN 1748) 

2. SC DEBATE ON SOUTHERN AFRICA-- 

SECURITY COUNCIL DEBAT ON SOUTHERN AFRICA WAS 
SUSPENDED IN EARLY MAY UNTIL NOT LATER THAN JUNE 6. 

HOWEVER, SC PRESIDENT BARTON (CANADA) REPORTED THAT 
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AFRICAN SC MEMBERS TOLD HIM THEY DO NOT WISH TO RENEW 
THE DEBATE UNTIL AFTER THE OAU MEETING JULY 2-5. 
(CONFIDENTIAL-USUN 1748) 

3. NAMIBIA- 

WESTERN FIVE WORKED ALL DAY JUNE 2 ON DRAFT OF 
PAPER FOR SUBMISSION TO CAPITALS ON "SUBSTANTIVE PRE- 
PARATIONS" FOR CAPETOWN TALKS ON NAMIBIA. SECTIONS ON 
UN INVOLVEMENT. TRANSITIONAL ARRANGEMENTS, WALVIS BAY, 

AND NAMIBIAN DEFENSE FORCE WERE ADDED, AND SEVERAL MINOR 
CHANGES MADE IN OTHER SECTIONS. THE GROUP AGREED THAT THE 
UK IDEA OF HAVING WESTERN CONSTITUTIONAL EXPERTS JOIN THE 
CONTACT GROUP SOUNDED GOOD AND ARE RECOMMENDING IT TO 
CAPITALS. US RAISED QUESTION OF APPROACH TO ZAMBIA AND 
TANZANIA ON NAMIBIAN POLITICAL PRISONERS, BUT UKUN HAD 
CABLE FROM LUSAKA EXPRESSING OPINION IT WOULD BE UNWISE 
TO RAISE THE ISSUE SO SOON AFTER NANGOLA'S EXECUTION. 
(CONFIDENTIAL-USUN 1750, 1751) 
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4. RHODESIAN SANCTIONS COMITE- 
ACTING CHAIRMAN JAIPAL (INDIA) TOLD MISOFF HE WAS 
WELL AWARE OF CONTINUING SOVIET FIXATION WITH ADDITIONAL 
SANCTIONS AGAINST RHODESIA AND SOVIET DISTASTE FOR HAVING 
ANY DISCUSSION OF THE MANY CASES BEFORE THE COMITE, 

BUT HE INTENDED TO PUT THE SOVIETS IN THEIR PLACE BY 
RULING THAT MORE THAN ENOUGH TIME HAD ALREADY BEEN SPENT 
DISCUSSING GENERAL SUBJECTS AND THE NEXT FOUR MEETINGS 
WOULD BE SPENT ON CASES. AT THE JUNE 2 MEETING, JAIPAL 
DID RULE THAT FURTHER DISCUSSION OF THE SOVIET PROPOSALS 
WOULD BE PUT OFF AT LEAST UNTIL FOUR MEETINGS HAD BEEN 
HELD ON CASES. WHEN MISOFF LATER INDICATED WE HOPED TO 
HAVE SOME PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS FOR EXPANDING SANCTIONS 
AGAINST RHODESIA WITHIN A MONTH, JAIPAL COMMENTED, "YOU 
MUST BE MORE FORTHCOMING THAN IN THE PAST, AS THIS WAS 
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THE SENSE BEHIND THE CONSENSUS ON RESOLUTION 409". 

DURING THE MEETING, THE COMITE CLOSED TWO CASES AND 
ASKED THE ACTING CHAIRMAN TO TALK FURTHER WITH THE 
AUSTRIAN PERM REP ABOUT THE RHODESIAN IRON AND STEEL 
COMPANY CASE AND WITH THE SWISS OBSERVER ON SWISS TRADE 
WITH RHODESIA. THE SOVIETS MADE A STRONG ANTI-WESTERN 
STATEMENT, CALLING FOR IMMEDIATE CONCENTRATION ON APPLICA- 
TION OF FURTHER ART. 41 MEASURES, AND JAIPAL AGREED TO 
CONSULT WITH COMITE MEMBERS ON THE SOVIET PROPOSAL. 
(LIMITED OFFICIAL USE-USUN 1746) 
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5. COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID - 

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE WORLD CONFERENCE FOR ACTION AGAINST 
APARTHEID, TO BE HELD IN LAGOS UNDER CHAIRMANSHIP OF NIGERIAN 
COMMISSIONER FOR EXTERNAL AFFAIRS, AUG 22-26, WERE APPROVED 
BY THE COMMITTEE JUNE 1. CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN (NIGERIA), OUTLINING 
THE MEASURES TAKEN SO FAR, SAID THE LAGOS CONFERENCE WOULD BE 
"A SIGNAL FOR THE FINAL ASSAULT ON THE SYSTEM OF SLAVERY WHICH 
GOES BY THE NAME OF APARTHEID.' 1 STATEMENTS ON THE RHODESIAN 
INCURSION INTO MOZAMBIQUE WERE MADE BY THE CHAIRMAN AND BY 
REPRESENTATIVES OF GDR, GUINEA AND PAN AFRICANIST CONGRESS OF 
AZANIA. HARRIMAN SAID HE INTENDED TO CONSULT WITH THE CHAIRMAN OF 
THE COMMITTEE OF 24 AND THE PRESIDENT OF THE UN COUNCIL FOR 
NAMIBIA ON "FURTHER ACTION TO BE TAKEN REGARDING THE CONTINU- 
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ING INVASION OF MOZAMBIQUE" AS WELL AS RECENT EXECUTIONS OF 
LIBERATION MOVEMENT LEADERS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

ON OTHER MATTERS, THE COMMITTEE: HEARD THE CHAIRMAN'S REPORT ON 
THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE; DECIDED ON PRELIMINARY MEASURES TO BE 
TAKEN FOR FORMULATION OF A PROGRAM IN VIEW OF THE ECOSOC 
RECOMMENDATION THAT 1978 BE DESIGNATED AS INTERNATIONAL ANTI- 
APARTHEID YEAR; AND HEARD REPORTS BY PARTICIPANTS ON BEHALF OF THE 
COMMITTEE IN VARIOUS MEETINGS HELD IN PARIS, WARSAW AND BAKU. 
RAPPORTEUR RAO (INDIA), REPORTING ON APARTHEID AND SPORTS, 

NOTED THAT THE AMERICAN COORDINATING COMMITTEE FOR EQUALITY IN 
SPORT AND SOCIETY (ACCESS) ANNOUNCED THERE WOULD BE VIGOROUS 
PROTEST ACTIVITIES AGAINST FEDERATION CUP WOMEN'S MATCHES AT 
EASTBOURNE, ENGLAND, IN IUNE, AT WHICH TEAMS FROM SOUTH AFRICA, 
RHODESIA AND THE US WERE REPORTEDLY PARTICIPATING. ACCESS ALSO 
PROPOSED TO PROTEST THE ALL-ENGLAND CHAMPIONSHIPS AT WIMBLEDON AND 
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THE US OPEN CHAMPIONSHIPS AT FOREST HILLS. AMONG OTHER THINGS, 

THE COMMITTEE EXPRESSED APPRECIATION TO DENMARK, THE NETHERLANDS 
AND NORWAY FOR STATEMENTS MADE BY THEIR REPRESENTATIVES AT THE 
NATO MEETING IN LONDON MAY 1 1 TO THE EFFECT THAT NEW MEASURES 
SHOULD BE CONSIDERED FOR PUTTING PRESSURE ON SOUTH AFRICA TO 
ABANDON ITS APARTHEID POLICIES. 

6. COMMITTEE ON REVIEW AND APPRAISAL - 

THE COMMITTEE CONTINUED ITS DEBATE MAY 31 ON PROGRESS MADE 
DURING THE SECOND UN DEVELOPMENT DECADE, HEARING STATEMENTS BY 
NORWAY, INDIA, TUNISIA, YUGOSLAVIA, UKRAINE, SWEDEN, 

BRAZIL, FINLAND, ILO, WORLD BANK AND WHO. GENERAL DEBATE WAS 
CONCLUDED JUNE 1 WITH STATEMENTS BY ALGERIA, JORDAN, PERU, 

EGYPT, PAKISTAN AND FAO. JUNE 2 THE COMMITTEE MET INFORMALLY AS 
A CONTACT GROUP TO DISCUSS A G-77 PAPER AND THE REPORT TO BE 
DRAFTED BY THE RAPPORTEUR. 

NORWAY BELIEVED THAT DEVELOPMENT COULD BE SUCCESSFUL ONLY IF 
ACTIVELY SUPPORTED BY A LARGE PART OF THE INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES; 
HOWEVER, GOVERNMENTS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES HAD A SPECIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR PROVIDING A JUST AND EQUITABLE NATIONAL 
DISTRIBUTION, AVOIDING UNDUE INCOME DISPARTITIES, GIVING 
SUPPORT TO THE BASIC NEEDS OF THEIR INDIVIDUALS AND THEREBY 
SAFEGUARDING HUMAN RIGHTS. INDIA SAID THAT UNLESS STRUCTURES 
INHERITED FROM THE PAST WERE RADICALLY TRANSFORMED, THE 
ECONOMIC CRISIS FACING THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WOULD CONTINUE 
TO DEEPEN; CRITICIZED THE PRESENT INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM; 
CALLED FOR A CODE OF CONDUCT FOR TRANSNATIONALS AND ON TRANSFER OF 
TECHNOLOGY, AND EMPHASIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF SELF-HELP FOR 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. YUGOSLAVIA THOUGHT THAT A RADICAL 
CHANGE OF RELATIONS BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING 
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COUNTRIES PROVIDED THE ONLY SOLUTION, AS FORMULATED IN THE 
6TH AND 7TH SPECIAL GA DOCUMENTS. UKRAINE FOLLOWED THE SOVIET 
LINE IN CHARGING THAT ECONOMIC IMPERIALISM WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR 
LACK OF PROGRESS IN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 
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SWEDEN ENUMERATED MEASURES ON WHICH THERE MUST BE AGREEMENT, 
INCLUDING EFFECTIVE DEBT RELIEF FOR LEAST DEVELOPED, BUFFER 
STOCKS AND COMMON FUND ARRANGEMENTS, DIVERSIFICATION OF EXPORTS, 
AND IMPROVED ACCESS TO MARKETS FOR PRODUCTS FROM DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. SOME OF THE THINGS BRAZIL CONSIDERED NECESSARY 
WERE COMMON FUND FOR COMMODITIES, SATISFACTORY CONCLUSION OF 
MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS, REFORM OF INTERNATIONAL MONETARY 
SYSTEM, AND CODES OF CONDUCT FOR TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY AND FOR 
TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS.

FINLAND SUGGESTED THE CONCEPT OF "BASIC NEEDS" SHOULD BE GIVEN 
A CLEARER AND MORE SPECIFIC CONTENT. ALGERIA SAID THAT THE 
RISING INDEBTEDNESS OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES WAS PERHAPS A 
BETTER INDICATION OF THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION THAN GNP 
FIGURES, AND THE FAILURE OF THE SECOND DEVELOPMENT DECADE HAD 
RESULTED FROM A LACK OF POLITICAL WILL ON THE PART OF THE 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES AND FROM THE STRATEGY ITSELF, WHICH HAD 
BEEN BASED ON INADEQUATE EXISTING ECONOMIC INSTITUTIONS. 

JORDAN STATED THAT IN SPITE OF THE SHORT-TERM RELOCATION OF

OVERDUE, THE NET EFFECT WAS HEALTHY. PERU SAID THAT ADAPTIONS HAD
